This  Library  now  numbeis  1519  volume*. 
Among  these  are  some  of  the  beat  work*, 
m  the  English  language,  iu  at'uuce,  liter* 
lure  and  the  arts.  A  uew  Catalogue  haa 
be-  n  issued,  in  which  are  the  names  of 
some  1,200  of  these  volume#  paring  the 
past  year,  the  Library  ha*  lieen  opened 
385  day*,  at  least  three  hours  per  day  ;  in 
the  winter  mouths  funs  2  to  5  p.ux.  ;  in 
the  other  mouth*  from  3  to  6  p.m. 

Daring  this  time  there  have  lieen  drawn 
from  the  Library  3,680  volume*  ;  which  are 
1.039  more  than  were  taken  last  year 
This  is  an  average  of  more  than  12  daily. 

Of  these  8,680,  the  largest  number  ha* 
been  in  the  department  of  Fiction;  next 
in  that  of  History  ;  third,  of  Travel#  ; 
fourth,  of  Poetry ;  fifth,  of  Biography", 
sixth,  of  Science. 

Within  this  period  there  have  been  add- 
ed  to  the  Library  447  volume**. 

Of  these  113  are  Congressional  Docu 
ment* ;  and  228  numbers  of  the  AcrtA 
.f nwrieun  Rer.ett.  These  were  presented 
to  the  Library,  and  add  greatly  to  Ms 
value,  for  those  who  have  the  subject#  of 
which  they  treat  under  investigation. 

The  remaining  107  have  been  purchAsed 
at  a  c«i*t  of  #237  88,  aud  are  classified  a* 
follows  :  Books  of  Science.  4  ;  History,  4  ;

tleinen,  who,  there,  have  had  access  not 
only  to  the  ccrrent  volume*,  but  to  such 
periodical*  a*  the  London  Art  Journal,  /V 
turtujv*  A  morion.  Story  Saturday,  Saint 
yie/tolas.  the  weekly  papers  and  the  books 
of  reference,  etc. 

These-  simple  data  furnish  some  food  for 
reflection.  The  Library,  having  become  an 
imuituthm,  it  ia  eir-«dingfy  desirable  that 
it  lie  a  real  succe**.  and  a  means  of  the 
highest  ifootl  to  the  whole  community 
Who  can  estimate  the  possible  value  of  one 
such  institution,  dedicated  to  Bci-mce  and 
Learning  ?  the  repository  of  the  best  exprri 
ences  snd  knowledge  of  the  race,  to  the 
treasure*  in  which  all  disposed  can  have  an 
free  aud  ready  access. 

But  to  secure  (he  lie*t  result*,  it  mart 
h*ve  books  liich  are  Lrokt ;  book*  of  the 
highest  order,  in  their  department*,  and  of 
three,  a  goodly  number. 

To  select  the  best  books  for  tuck  a  libra¬ 
ry  ia  difficult,  especially  when  the  Library 
Committee  is  ao  limited  in  the  mean*  at  it*, 
disposal,  and  feel*  obliged  to  have  so  much 
reference  to  the  tastes  of  the  eominunity- 
rather  than  to  it*  real  good.  Ita  true  ob¬ 
ject  i*  to  lurniah  the  m.-an*  of  literary  cut 
lure  and  of  useful  knowledge,  rather  than 
of  mental  dissipation,  which  is  aa  truly  to 
lie  avoided  by  old  and  young,  aa  sensual 
di4sipation.  Our  mind*  were  given  to  us 
t/T  improve,  not  to  debase  ,  and  our  intel¬ 
lectual  appetites,  our  imagination,  reason 
»nd  memory,  all  ought  to  lie  purified, 
strengthen-  d,  improved  by  our  daily  read¬ 
ing.  Whether  the  library  accomplishes 
this  witt  depend  upon  the  character  of  the 
l*>oks  and  the  use  the  people  maku  of 
them.  If  we  and  our  children  would  im- 
bilw  the  sentiments  and  the  principle*  of 
the  good  and  the  great,  we  rau»t  become 
acquainted  with  (he  history  ot  their  expe¬ 
rience,  their  struggles  and  their  triumph*. 
We  must  drinx  *4  the  spring*  of  which 
they  drank,  and  be  nourished  and  animat¬ 
ed  by  the  spirit  which  kindled  thetr  ica 
and  strengthened  their  virtue.
